the United States was

plunged into the world war against

There is exceedingly heavy concentration at three points— 
against Vilna, where there are from twenty to twenty-three divisions;

visions, and against Roumania, where there are seventeen divisions. In 
addition, there is one divirjon on the Pohsh border, in the Pinsk region- 
eight, a. least, behind the front at Kiev; two between Petrograd and 
Vilna. and several at Petrograd itself, making a total of about fifty-- 
seven divisions concentrated in the west.
